FADRE HOME AGAIN. 



Enormous Crowds Line the Route 
as He Passes Through the 
Paris Streets. 



Anarchists Were Ou Hand and Ex- 
ploded a Bomb, but With- 
out Results. 



Paris, Aug. 31.— By noon to-day the 
atreets in the vicinity of the route to be 
followed by President Faure from the 
railroad station to the Elysee palace on 
hia return from Russia began to fill with 
people and presented a scene of great 
animation. The majority of the stores 
were closed and the houses and public 
buildings were more profusely decorated 
with flags than upon the occasion of the 
national holiday, July 14. Deputations 
from the different patriotic societies 
placed garlands at the foot of the Stras- 
burg statue in the place de la Concorde 
and a Te Deum was chanted in the basil- 
ica of the Sacre Coeur, the papal nuncio 
officiating. A committee of the cham- 
ber of commerce and industry of Paris 
presented the following address to Presi- 
dent Faure on his arrival : 

' All Frenchmen feel the same patri- 
otic joy at the homage rendered you in 
Russia and at the solemn consecration 
of the alliance made for the mainten- 
ance of peace. The chamber of com- 
merce and industry is deeply grateful 
for this, and we rejoice especially be- 
cause all our fellow-citizens will partake 
in the prosperity which we are en- 
titled and anticipate from it. Peace is 
our dearest wish, and in accomplishing 
this beniiicent work you will receive 
your reward." 

When President Faure left Paris for 
Dunkirk on his way ta Russia on Aug- 
ust 18 last, a scene oi great excitement 
followed in Paris as ten minutes after 
bid departure, while the crowd were re- 
turning along the routo followed by the 
President, a bomb was exploded 
at thu corner of the boulevard 
Magenta and the rue la Fayette, in 
front of the restaurant Duval. 

Scraps of paper were found about tho 
sceneof the explosion, inscribed " Vive 
la Liberte " and "Vive la Boulogne," 
seemingly pointing to tho fact that the 
author of the explosion of August IS was 
the same unknown individual who caus- 
ed the recent explosions in the Bois de 
Boulogne and on the place de la Con- 
corde. M. Girard, the director of the 
municipal prefecture who examined the 
bomb, said he regarded it as a serious 
attempt upon tho part of a militant an- 
archist. The bomb was properly con- 
structed and would have caused great 
damage, but that the tube was cracked. 

President Faure arrived at the North- 
em railroad station from Dunkirk at six 
o'clock this evening. He was received 
there by President of the Chamber of. 
Deputies, M. Brisson; the President of 
the Senate, Loubet; the general in com- 
mand of the Paris garrison and his stall' 
and the municipal councillors. After 
listening to a short speech of welcome, 
the President entered his landeau and 
proceeded to the Elysee palace by the 
way of rue la Fayette, the opera, the 
Madeline and tho place do la Concorde. 
Enormous crowds lined the route and 
the President was warmly acclaimed. 
All the balconies were filled with spec- 
tators, and liie waving of handkerchiefs 
and nags were to ho seen on all sides. 

Ten minutes after the President hud 
passed the Madeline a bomb was explod- 
ed inside the railings around that church. 
Two fireB followed immediately, and the 
railed enclosures was closed by the po- 
lice, who began an active investigation 
into the outrage. Nobody was injured 
by the explosion, but the affair caused 
great excitement. All the persons in- 
side of the railings of the Madeline were 
minutely examined by the police before 
tfiey were allowed to leave. The frag- 
ments of the bomb found by the police 
resembled those found in tho Iiois do 
Boulonge on June 18 last, and on the 
place de la Concorde on June 16 lust. It 
consists of an iron tube tilled with an ex- 
plosive and loaded with nails. 

The place de l'Opera which was richly 
decorated was especially thronged with 
people. One largo platform was erected 
and upon this platform were assembled 
tho members of the committee of the 
chamber of commerce and industry of 
Paris which had arranged the decora- 
tions and which had been commissioned 
to welcome the President back from 
Russia. 

The President, who was accompanied 
by tho Premier M. Meline and General 
Mngone and Frocks left his carriage on 
reaching this place and ascended the 
steps leading to it. There the chair- 
man of the committee of the cham- 
ber of commerce and industry read 
the address to tho President. The Presi- 
dent re-entered his carriago and drove 
towards tho Elysee palace. The route 
was lined by soldiers and the President 
win escorted by detachments of cuiras- 
siers and mounted republican guards 



STUMPING THE INTERIOR. 

Vancouver Oppositionists Start on a Trip 
Through the Interior— Another 
Smelter Proposition. 

Vancouver, Ang. 81. — (Special)— Dr. 
Sutherland, superintendent of Metho- 
dist missions, arrived to-day. 

G. R. Maxwell, M.P., Mayor Temple- 
ton, C. A. Davidson, D. G. Macdonnoll 
and others left on c trip to stump the 
Kootenay in the interests of the provin- 
cial opposition and the V. V. & E. rail- 
way. 

Vice-President Shaughnessy and the 
C.P.R. party returned from Victoria this 
morning, and had a conference with the 
board of trade in regard to terminal 
buildingB and other matters connected 
with transportation. The C.P.R. haB 
been forbidden to run their trainB faster 
than four miles an hour when within the 
city limits. 

Another Hmelter proposition was 
placed before the citv council last night 
by W. H. Remington, of Salt Lake City. 
He askB that the plant and buildingB be 
assessed for not more than $50,000 for 
ten years, and 50,000 gallons of water be 
given for ten years at 5 cents per 1,000 
gallons, and thirty days after plant is 
completed and blown in that the citv 
give a bonus of $100,000 in return for the 
same amount of paid-up shares in the 
smelter company, which the company 
binds itself to buy back within 10 yearB. 
The smelter would have a refinery in 
connection with it capable of treating 2.5 
tone of lead-silver bullion in 21 hours.

Ottawa, Aug. 31.— (Special)— The 
marksmen had another grand day at the 
Rideau ranges. 

The Dominion of Canada match for 
teams of six was won by 13th Hamilton, 
with a score of 5-18; an average of over 
DO points per man out of a possible 105. 
The 43rd Battalion waB second with 523. 

The first individual prize of $25 went 
to Lieut. Gilchrist of tho Guelph Artil- 
lery, with a score of 90; Gunner Hous- 
ton, of the Fifth, wins $G; Gunners 
Cunningham, Butler, Wilson and Miller, 
of the Fifth, each .$-1. 

The first individual prize of $25 in the 
Minister of Militia match, was won bv 
Pitblado of tho 57th, with a score of CO, 
Lieut. Taylor, 5th Artillery, ninth, win- 
ning .$S, Gunner Bodley $5, Miller, 
Houston, Lieut. Stewart and Mr, Slack 
of Nanaimo $4 each. 

The first team prize was won by the 
loth of Hamilton, the Fifth Regiment 
team not coining in the prize list. 



GREECE'S CONDITION. 

Premier Ralli Says the Conditions of Pence 
Are Onerous, 

Athens, Aug. 30.— In the chamber of 
deputies to-day, M. Ralli, the premier, 
presented a bill for the retention of a 
part of the current crop, declaring that 
the government would treat the vote as 
one of confidence. The government, the 
Premier says, could not state how the 
peace negotiations between Greece and 
Turkey stood, but the country must be 
aware that the conditions proposed were 
onerous. 

M. Delaynnis said that while the 
enemy trod on Greek soil there would 
be dissensions, and that it would be an 
evil augury for the country for his party 
to support the government.. 

M. Levidis, formerly minister of 
marine, who was assaulted in tho lobby 
of the chamber of deputies on Saturday 
by M. CrivaB, chiof of tho staff of the 
Greek lleet, brought tho subject of the 
attack upon him to the attention of the 
chamber, and explained the remarks 
made by him which led to the insult; 
whereupon M, Grivas apologized for 
striking M. Levidis. The bill presented 
by M. Ralli passed its first reading. 



STOPPED BY WOMEN. 

Headed bv "Joan d'Are " Miners Wives In- 
duce Men to Cease Work. 

PrTTBnuitG, Aug. 31. — Under the lead- 
ership of Emma Haas, the "Joan d'Are" 
of Camp Isolation, twenty-live women, 
wives of the strikers, marched to the 
mine back of Centre Pennsylvania, at 
lour o'clock this morning and succeeded 
in inducing four miners to stay out of 
tho pits. The women were stopped 
eeveral times by the deputies, but they 
forced their way past them and weut 
ahead on their mission. 

Ha/.leton, Aug. 81. — The Audenreid 
miners struck to-day. They returned to 
work a week ago pending an investiga- 
tion of their differences with the oper- 
ators. The response of tho operators 
was not satisfactory and the miners con- 
cluded to go out again. There aro now 
four thousand men on strike in this 
region. 



Exports iu the Past Year Show are 
Increase of Sixteen Mil- 
lion Dollars. 



This Was Principally iu Timber, 
Minerals, and Produce 
of the Farm. 



Ottawa, Aug. 31. — (Special) — Mr. 
Parmelee, deputy minister of trade and 
commerce, in diecuasing the now famous 
clause 22 of Dingley tariff, while not pre- 
pared to speak of its probable effect out 
Canadian transportation companies, con- 
siders tiiat it will in the end greatly 
benefit Britain. At the present time 
the great bulk of goods purchased by the 
United States in France and Germany 
reach their destination in British bot- 
toms. With the exception of practically 
one line, the Hamburg- American, there 
are no German lines able to carry a 
larger proportion of German products, 
as Britain has almost a monopoly of the 
carrying trade. The effect of the 10 per 
cent, imposition will be so much in her 
favor, and must lead to increased par- 
chases in the mother country to the 
detriment of other nations. 

Instructions were sent to collectors 
to-day to allow 12J<j per cent, preference 
on goods from Great Britain and New 
South Wales, Belgium, Germany, France. 
Argentina, AtiBtro - Hungary, Bolivia, 
Colombia, Denmark. Persia, Russia, 
Sweden and Norway, Switzerland, Tunis 
and Venezuela. This concession is 
made simply on the basis of the favored 
nation treaties, not on the merits of the 
tariffs of the several countries. 

ImportB for the past year Bhow an in- 
crease of $800,000; duty collected, de- 
crease, $300,000. Dutiable imports fell 
off a million dollars and free goods in- 
creased $2,500,000. 

Imports of Biigar went up from $4,750,- 
000 to $7,500,000. There was a large 
decrease in the importation of clothes, 
silks and dresB goods. 

Exports increased $16,000,000; pro- 
duce of mine over $3,000,000; forester 
$4,000,000; animals and produce, $2,- 
500,000; agricultural products, $7,000- 
000. 



SEWANHAKA CUP. 

Massachusetts Yachtsmen Will Try Next 
Year to Wrest the Trophy From 
Canada. 

Qoincy, Mass., Aug. 31. — Mayor F. 
Adams of this city is expected to repre- 
sent the Quincy Yacht Club in the races 
for the Sewanhaka cup, now held in 
Canada, for which the club has an- 
nounced its intention of challenging 
next year. Mayor Adams will build a. 
new boat for next summer. The linea 
will be formed something after those of 
the Momo, but it is probable that the 
new boat will contain some ideas of Mr. 
Adams', who is one of the most expert 
yachtsmen in Massachusetts. Much in- 
terest has been aroused here by the pro- 
position of the local club to enter into 
competition for the trophy. 

MAILS TO KLONDYKE. 

How Letters and Papers From the United! 
States Will Be Sent to Canada's 
Gold Fields. 

Washington, Aug. 31.— The letter maiE 
to be despatched from this country to 
the Klondyke region under the new 
reciprocal arrangements with Canada, 
effected by establishing an international 
exchange between Dyea, Alaska and 
Dawson City, will be forwarded from 
Seattle by steamer leaving there Septem- 
ber 11. From that time forward a letter 
mail will go over the new service regu- 
larly once a month. The last oppor- 
tunity to send newspapers and reading 
matter generally into the gold region 
until next spring will be afforded by the 
paper mail, the last of the season, which 
will be forwarded by steamer leaving 
San Francisco on September 5. 

MEDICINE MEN IN SESSION. 

The British Medical Association Meeting; 
Opens In Montreal. 

Montreal, Aug. 31.— The British. 
Medical Association opened here to-day 
at Windsor Hall. Mayor Wilson Smith 
welcomed the visitors to the city, a.nd 
addresses were iiIeo delivered by Lieat.- 
Governor Chapleau, Lord Aberdeen and 
others. Dr. Ruddick, the president, de- 
livered the annual address, dealing with 
modem advances in medical science. 



Killed at Rossland. 
Ross land, Aug. 31. — JameB Young- 
case, a laborer employed in digging 
ditches for the new sewerage system, 
was instantly killed yesterday afternoon 
by a cave-in.

SECTION TWENTY-TWO. 

Congress Seems to Have Passed a Tariff 
~ _ Without Understanding It. 

Washington, Aug. 30. — Involved in 
the interpretation of section 22 of the 
new tariff law, with regard to the 10 per 
cent, discriminating duty on foreign 
goods coming into the United States 
Irom Canada or Mexico, which is now 
before the Attorney-General for decision, 
is another question of equal, if not great- 
er magnitude. It is giving tho treasury 
great concern, and was referred to the 
Attorney-General by Secretary Ga^e for 
interpretation, along with the other fea- 
tures of section 22 which are in the con- 
troversy. It involves the question wheth- 
er the discriminating duty of 10 percent, 
does not apply to all goods imported 
from foreign countries and landing at 
United States ports which are not ex- 
empt from discriminating tonnage taxes 
by express treaty stipulations. The 
question arises from another alight devi- 
ation from the language of the previous 
provisions in section 22, which if made 
intentionally would eeem to indicate 
that it was designed to discriminate 
against three-fourths of all the big tranB- 
Atlantic and trans-Pacific steamship 
lines, as well as many South American 
lines. In all pravioua laws the section 
corresponding to Bection 22 of the new 
law after providing for tho 10 per cent, 
discriminating duty on goods imported 
in vessels not flying the United States 
dag, provides, that " This discriminating 
duty shall not apply to goods, ware or 
merchandise which shall be imported in 
vessels not of the United States, entitled 
at the time of such importations by 
treaty or act of congress to be entered in 
ports of the United States on tho pay- 
ment of the same duties as shall be then 
payable on goods, etc., imported in ves- 
sels of the United States." 

The new law omits " acts of con- 
gress," and substitutes "convention," 
so as to make it read, " not exempt by 
treaty or convention." It is in persu- 
ance of an act of congress (section 4,228) 
that presidents in tho past have by pro- 
clamation exempted the veesele of many 
countries from this discriminating duty. 
The question now before the attorney- 
general is whether the omission of the 
words " act of congress " does not repeal 
section 4,228. If it does, it will strike a 
tremendous blow at all foreign lines 
now exempt by proclamation, and con- 
tinue the exemption treaty to the ves- 
sels of countries with which we have 
treaties granting such exemptions. The 
countries now enjoying exemption from 
discriminating duties, and, wholly or in 
part, under proclamations issued in pur- 
suance of section 4,228 of the revised 
statutes, are Great Britain, France, 
Spain, Portugal, Japan, Nicaragua and 
Mexico. 



LAUKIER IN MONTREAL. 

The Greatest Reception Ever Tendered in 
the metropolis. 

Montreal, Aug. 31.— (Special)— Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier was given the greatest 
reception ever tendered a Canadian in 
Montreal on his arrival. The lnnding 
was made amidst booming of cannon 
and displays of fireworks from all parts 
of the city. It is estimated that 100,000 
people were gathered around Jacques 
Uartier square. The Premier was driven 
through the thronged streets to Champ 
de Mars, where an addreaB of welcome 
was read by Mayor Smith, to which Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier replied in an eloquent 
speech. Tho fireworks were on a most 
magnificent scale.

The fourteenth annual convention of 
the W.C.T. L T . ia British Colurabiu is 
now fairly initiated, the opening exer- 
cises being witnessed at 11 o'clock yes- 
terday morning in the schoolroom of 
the Metropolitan Methodist church. 
Mrs. Lamb, the president, iB directing 
the interesting proceedings, and the at- 
tendance ia the largest and most repre- 
sentative in tho history of organized 
temperance work in this province — for- 
ty-one delegates, in addition to officers, 
being present from ten different unions 
in all parts of British Columbia. 

Organization was of course the prin- 
ciple business of the morning session, 
which was opened with prayer by Rev. 
Ralph W. Trotter and a Bible reading 
by Mrs. Chapman of Victoria. A very 
edifying sermon followed, tho preacher 
being Mr. O. E. Kendall of Emmanuel 
church, and his appropriate theme, 
" Woman's Work." His text was found 
in the Psalms of David, "Tho women 
that published the tidings were a great 
host." 

The afternoon session opened as cus- 
tomary with devotional exercises, after 
which the nominating committee already 
appointed, reported the following stand- 
ing commiltees for the convention :

A report on the press work of the past 
v ear was presented by MrB.

Quarantine Inward Hound 
From the Orient. 



Hollander From Central Siberia and 
Two Barons Anions: Those 
ou Board. 



Full up with tea curios and rice, the 
R. M. S. Empress of China reached 
■quarantine from the Orient at 3 o'clock 
yesterday morning , after a pleasant, 
sunshiny trip of eleven days froin Yoko- 
hama. She was detained at William 
Head for about six hours while comply- 
ing with the quarantine regulations, and 
then proceeded to Vancouver without 
further delay, her Victoria passengers, 
of whom thero were eleven Chinese and 
one saloon traveller, coming on to the 
city on the tender It. P. Rithet. The 
quarantine regulations, though quite aa 
strict as ever they were, are not nearly 
bo vexatious to passengers as heretofore, 
for since recent improvements have been 
made at William Head the work has 
been done much more expeditiously 
and rapidly than could form- 
erly have been expected. When a 
Oriental steamship ties up at the wharf 
now iier Chinese passengers and baggage 
are lauded and a hose from a tank on 
the wharf is turned on to the deckB of 
the vessel, wbfch are washed down with 
a solution of bicloride of mercury. 
Meanwhile the baggage id forwarded to 
a shed where the Chinamen are made 
to Btrip and enter bathrooms for the 
course of three or four hours. It is a 
Bhower bath of temperate water they re- 
ceive and when this is given them they 
are marched to a dry room where each 
receives a blanket to put about him. 
Later they are sent into another room 
where they reclaim their clothing by 
means of tickets. Then all that will 
stand the process are placed iu a 
retort where they are steamed a 
certain time The retort before 
receiving the clothing has first 15 cubic 
inches of air pumped out of it be- 
fore the steam is applied, and this oper- 
ation is reversed when the clothing is 
being dried ready to take out. The 
clothing tbat such an operation would 
injure is put in r special quarter of ttie 
ship and there treated with sulphur. 
But besides this being an improvement 
over the old method of treating Chinese 
baggage, there have been very large and 
comfortable detention bouses erected for 
both Chinese and Japanese. For the sa- 
loon paesengerB similar accommodation 
has also been provided. On this occa- 
sion of the arrival of the Km press of 
China, unlike that of a few 
months ago, there was no call 
for any such departments. There were 
200 odd Chinese passengers, who were 
comparatively quickly bandied. While 
they were being looked after, the mail of 
the steamer was being assorted and 
fumigated, and that from Hongkong this 
time happened to be one of the largest 
on record. There were not a great many 
prominent people on the Empress., two 
barons being probably the most con- 
spicuous. One of these is Baron Georges 
de Wyneken, a Russian nobleman, on 
Ihb way home from Siberia, where ho 
haB spent some time. Like all Russian 
aristocracy, he is silent on all 
business matters. Baron Bonnett 
is the other nobleman, and he, 
like Baron Wyneken, is bound 
homeward from the Orient. A most in- 
teresting passenger aboard, however, 
was one who travelled not in the saloon 
but in the intermediate quarters of the 
ship. This is F J. Wente, of Amster- 
dam, Holland, who tor the paBt two 
years has been mining and shipbuilding 
on the great Amoor near Xabaroll'sky , in 
central Siberia. The work he has been 
doing has been In fulfillment of a con- 
tract which Werf Conrad & Co., of Hol- 
land, have from the Russian govern- 
ment. Wente is a diplomist in his con- 
versation and will not give any informa- 
tion away concerning Russian topics, 
which the government of that nation 
would take objection to, He could tell 
nothing about the mines of the 
country more than to say that 
the placer mining only is prose- 
cuted. He built several dredges on 
the river and several tug boats and 
stern wheelers. Under him worked 
Russian convicts, but of the life of these 
other than that which came under his 
notice during working hours he claims 
to know nothing. The subject, which 
being one he no doubt could speak much 
on, be avoided, his main reason though 
unexpressed being in all probability 
that of timidity or dread of saying some- 
thing detrimental to bis company. He 
said however that life among the cmi- 
victs is not half so bad as is generally 
pictured outside the country. He has 
seen many convicts sent to Saghalien. 
Up the Amoor Mr. Wente Bays 
many vessels are being constructed 
by different classes of people 
commerce is extensively carried aloug 
the river, for the banks are very pro- 
ductive. Mr. Wente travelled by sleigh, 
snowshoea and railroad to Vladivostock. 
There, he says, is located a strongly for- 
tified city. There are thirteen forts and 
there were three war ships in port when 
ho left. Another passenger aboard was 
in the person of Madame Fried, a vocal- 
ist of exceptional ability, who has been 
" doing " Japan and China for the paBt 
year. She iB a San Franciscan, but is 
now on her way to New York. She will 
endeavor to pick up a few engagements 
en route, and if satisfactory arrangements 
can be made with Manager Jamieeon of the 
Victoria she willappearhere. Everywhere 
she has received highly complimentary 
press notices, la the Orient, however, 
she found no opening for her. Among 
other passengers waB Mr. John AValter, 
the inspector of the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Bank, who has come to Brit- 
ish Columbia partially to visit his 
brothers, living on Salt Spring 
island; -J. D. Atkinson, junior, 
son of Rev, Mr. Atkinson of 
Shanghai, who is going to Europe to 
complete his education; Mrs. D. E. 
Brown, wife of the C.P.R. agent atllong 
Kong; Dr. W. L. Ludlow, of Seattle; J. 
A. Wattie, a globo trotter; Dr. A. R. 
Ball and Dr. J. 11. Coil, of New York, 
who are returning from a visit to the 
Orient; Mr. and Mrs. Dull' (the latter is 
almost invalided, and iH travelling in 
the interests of good health) and Mrs.

THE OTHER SIDE OF IT. 

Captain Rennett Explains Hew the "Uma 
tilla " Came Near Running Down 
the " Columbia." 

In connection with the reported close 
shave of the N. R. steamship Columbia 
off the entrance to the Straits a few 
mornings ago, Captain Bennett, of the 
Umatilla, bus sent the following letter to 
the press: "Thero appeared on August 
29 a complaint, presumably from Capt. 
Hill, of the tramp steamer Columbia, 
wherein he complained that the steam- 
ship Umatilla had nearly cut him in two 
by grossly violating the rules of the road 
in tirst showing her green light and then 
her red, etc. In justice to myself and 
officers, allow me to state that the above- 
named captain did not see nor hear the 
Umatilla in the Straits of Fuca, and if 
the same discipline prevails on board 
Onpt. Hill's ship while passing or meet- 
ing Bhips as prevailed while docking 
at Victoria. B.C., I am not surprised 
he saw several lights, and of a visionary 
character. There also appeared in the 
Batne issue an article wherein the same 
Crfpt. Hill complainB tbat the steam- 
ship Walla Walla nearly cut him in 
two. We met the Walla Walla at 3 a.m., 
the 28th, oil Flattery rocks. According 
to the time she sailed from Victoria and 
the distance she bad travelled when we 
met her, she could not possibly have 
gone over to the Vancouver shore, 
where the much-abused tramp should 
have been, coming, as she was, from 
.Japan. Yours truly. J. H. Dennett,

THE STREETS. 

Tbe people voted not to go in debt 
$100,000 for street improvement. This 
vote does not mean that they are Batie- 
rfieil with the streets as they are. So far 
as it means anything in this way, it 
jneana that they are greatly dissatisfied 
ivitli the maimer in which the city 
authorities have heretofore expended 
money on the streets. It means more 
than this, for it is evidence that there is 
» profound distrust, on the part of the 
majority of the taxpayers, of the fitness 
of the city council — not the present 
council particularly, but any one likely 
to be elected— to expend properly any 
large sum of money. The miserable and 
costly blunder of the water works has 
sadly shaken the faith of the taxpayers 
in the business capacity of their city 
councile. 

Another reason why there is a pro- 
found distrust of the council is the ab- 
Bnrd manner in which small things are 
neglected. Here, for example, is a 
piece of street some S00 or 1000 feet long. 
It is not necessary to mention the par- 
ticular piece, for moBt readerB can recall 
more than one place to which the 
description will apply. It is fairly level, 
but in an unhappy hour repairs "were 
made upon it. Thoee repairs consisted 
of dumping a miscellaneous assortment 
of Btones, varying from the size of an 
fgg to that of acocoanutin some slight 
depressions. These stones have been 
kicked by horses and scattered by wagon 
wheels until the whole street is littered 
with them. It is next to impossible to 
drive a horee safely at a trot along the 
piece of street in question. 1( the stones 
were raked oil" the street would be in 
tolerable condition. Here is another 
street — and there are probably a dozen 
like it. The ground is not hard, that is 
the surface only Is hard, A great many 
stones project, so that in driving alontr 
it one has to be constantly on the look- 
out for them. The steam roller would 
force most of them down to a level, a 



ninety per cent, of the annoyance from 
which people Buffer. 

The " good roads " people did not 
accomplish very much by their recent 
campaign, but they can do a great deal 
if they keep up their agitation. They 
will appreciate what we have said about 
the annoyance and danger resulting 
from the neglect of the Bniall things 
above referred to, and we hope will unite 
with ua in an effort to have the proper 
remedies promptly applied. Like the 
Colonist, they failed to lead the tax- 
payers to appreciate the desirability of 
voting for the $100,000 loan, but their 
work is no more done than ours is. We 
could not get good streets that way. 
Perhaps there is some other way in 
which we can. We can certainly get 
better streets in the way above sug- 
gested. 

THE A TTORNE Y-GENERAL. 

When two months or more ago the 
Colonist challenged the opposition press 
to a discussion of the record of the ad- 
ministration, promising to reprint any 
specific charge, made against any of the 
departments or the ministry as a whole, 
and to give at the same time the proper 
answer or explanation, the Wellington 
Kutcrprise, alone of all those to whom 
the challenge was addressed, responded 
by alleging incompetency and careless- 
ness on the part of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral. In order to bring itself within the 
terms of the challenge, it specified two 
instances. Ono of these was that of the 
taxes of the Victoria Lumber Company, 
which it alleged were lost to the province 
through the failure of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral to be present or be represented at 
the appeal. The other case was that of 
Koksilah vs. the Queen, wherein it was 
alleged that, through the negligence of 
the Attorney-General, a right of appeal 
had been lost and the province was in 
consequence the loser of several thousand 
dollars. We reprinted these charges, and 
in reply to the first showed that the 
Attorney-General, 60 far from having 
neglected the rights of the province in 
the assessment appeal, had successfully 
contended for those rights, which fact 
appears upon the records of the court 
We also showed that in so doing Attor- 
ney-General Eberts had secured a rever 
sal of a decision made before he took 
office, and thereby saved a largo sum of 
money to the revenue. The Enterprise 
did not feel called upon to admit that it 
had made an error, but as we have 
heard no more of the matter we may as 
sume that this so-called charge has been 
exploded for all time. 

In retrard to Koksilah vs. the Queen, 
we said that, as the matter was before 
the court, it was hardly a proper subject 
for newspaper discussion. Since then 
the Supreme court of the province has 
decided against the position taken by the 
Attorney-General, and the case has been 
appealed to the Judicial Committee of 
the Privy Council, and, pending the de- 
cision of that body, it would be certainly 
premature to express any opinion upon 
the point involved. Our impression is 
that the case will result in favor of the 
province, but even if it should not, the 
most that can be said is that the Attor 
ney-General lias made an error in judg- 
ment, which is not so very novel a thing 
in the practice of the law that it implies 
incompetency or carelessness. The 
yer has yet to appear before a court who 
can claim to have been invariably suc- 
cessful, and to have had the final judg 
ments always according to his concep 
tion of the law. Even judges differ 
radically and often as to what the 
law is. 

Upon one other subject the Attorney 
General haB been criticized, and that is 
because he has failed to prosecute the 
Canadian Pacific Railway for man 
slaughter in two cases that have oc- 
curred this year. There is no doubt

erable condition. There are mileB upon 
miles of sidewalk with hundreds of 
spikes sticking up. A man with an axe 
rvould easily drive in the spikes along 
poveral miles in a day. Hwre, there 
and everywhere are loose planks, whole 
sidewalks that are shaky. On many 
streets, bushes are growing close to the 
carriage way. Almost every street rail- 
way curve is a menace to life, though a 
very little work would make them per- 
fectly eafe. These are all small things, 
but they come home to everyone. They 
come home to the man who lames his 
liorso upon the rolling stones, to the lady 
ivho tears her dreEB or her boots upon 
the spikes, to the person who is tripped 
up by loose planks or projecting tram- 
rails ; and while these small things are 
neglected, there is very little wonder 
that the taxpayers refuse to put $100, 000 
into the hands of the men who neglect 
them. 

"We do not know that individual citi- 
zens aro wholly blameless in the matter. 
There is the old story of how the streetB 
ol Jerusalem were kept clean— every 
man kept the piece before his own door 
clean. It would be no serious matter 
for householders to drive in the project- 
ing spikes in the sidewalks before their 
doors. They could without much sacri- 
fice cut down the wayside bushes, They 
could refrain from making the street a 
receptacle for miscellaneous debris. If 
they would do this, and if our city coun- 
cil would get down to the little things 
above spoken of, we would' realize somo 
day that after all has been said wo might 
have worse streets than wo havo. These 
"little neglected things are [the cau3o of 



with certain people. It would have cost 
the province something, and no one 
would have been punished, because it is 
aim ply absurd to suppose that any jury 
would have held the Canadian Pacific 
directors or chief officers guilty of malice, 
express or implied, in the cases referred 
to. It might he that some of the sub- 
ordinate officials directly in charge 
where the fatalities occurred were color- 
ably culpable; hut there has been no 
clamor against the Attorney-General for 
not prosecuting these persons. What 
we are told he should have given us is 
the great moral Bpectacle of a mighty 
corporation being prosecuted like a com 
nion criminal, even although acquital 
was absolutely certain from the start 
We can conceive of conditions where 
a demonstration of the equality of every- 
one before the law is worth all that such 
fruitless prosecutions would have cost, 
but the law is too well administered in 
British Columbia to call for such a de- 
monstration here. The matter was one 
peculiarly for the exercise of the best 
discretion of the Attorney-General, and, 
if he has decided that there Bhall be no 
prosecutions in the cases cited, wo think 
it may bo safely assumed, until the con- 
trary is shown, that ho has exercised a 
wise discretion upon tho facts. As two 
lines of action were open to him, ho had 
to choose one or tho other, nnd we ven- 
ture to Bay that if he had begun prose- 
cutions, which ho knew in advance 
would fail, tho first persons to nasail him 
for bo doing would be those wlio aro now 
attacking him for not prosecuting. 

We think that wo have given above 
all tbe specific charges of miafeazauce 



that havo been made againBt the Attor- 
ney-General. Alsweepiugcharge ia made 
that ho does not personally prosecute 
criminals! As a rule he does not; but 
the same thing is true of the Attorneys- 
General of the other provinces. And in 
federal affairs we do not find the Minis- 
ter of Justice appearing for the Crown in 
Crown cases. In somo of the other 
provinces special officers are appointed 
to act as prosecutors, and although the 
Attorney-General always may intervene, 
ho scarcely does so. There are several 
reasons for thiB that ought to bo obvious 
to any one. It ia impossible forone man 
to cover all the ground and at the same 
time to attend to the purely counsel 
work of the department. This iB true in 
all the provinces, but it iatrue in a spec- 
ial manner of British Columbia, where 
on account of the novelty of tho condi- 
tions and tho wonderful development in 
progress, legal questions are constantly 
arising upon which the Attorney-Gen- 
eral must paBS, and it would be impossi- 
ble for him to attend to them satisfac- 
torily, if he were obliued to travel around 
to tho assizes and devote himself to the 
details of every criminal trial. We are 
notsurprised to hear persons, who are 
unfamiliar with the matter, ask why the 
Attorney-General does not try all the 
criminal cases, but any reasonable man 
will admit that the above explanation is 
satisfactory. Some of the papera which 
criticize tho Attornei'-Genenil, are con 
trolled by American citizens from the 
State of Washington, where the Attor- ) 
ney-General has two deputies and a reti- 
nue of clerks, and never thinks of paying 
the slightest attention to a criminal 
prosecution. 

Upon one thing all the people cf the 
province are agreed, namely that the 
laws are well administered. Justice aa 
it is administered in British Columbia is 
a household phrase in all tho Pacific 
Coast states. The absence of prominent 
vice and crime in our cities, the orderly 
condition of our mining camps, the 
safety of life and property everywhere 
are a source of pride and gratification to 
ourselves and the unfailing theme of 
praise from strangers. We do not say 
the Attorney-General is entitled to all 
the credit of this, but we do say that as 
he is at the head of the department 
which is responsible for the administra- 
tion of justice, as he controls tho men 
who administer tho laws the judces 
alone excepted, as ho advises them, as it 
ia his duty to see that they do their duty 
fearlessly and impartially, and aa their 
work iB done in a manner which evokes 
nothing but unvarying praise, he is at 
least entitled to some of the credit, and 
there ia somo evidence, at least, that the 
days he spends in his office with the 
regularity of a clerk are not wholly lost 
to tho province, and that those who 
criticize him as incompetent and negli- 
gent havo yet to give proof that in his 
position they would discharge tho wide- 
spread and multifarious responsibilities 
of the position half as successfully.

Col. Baker Makes an Ollicial Visit to 
the Gold and Silver 
Camps. 

Discussess Educational All'airs With 
the People — His Impressions of 
liosslantl's Prospects.

Afteb a considerable wait the rails 
for the double tracking of Government 
street have arrived and this improve- 
ment with the other features decided 
upon for the betterment of the service 
will at onco be made by tho tramway 
company. It is hoped that the intro- 
duction of double tracking will finally 
force the city to make some more suit- 
able provision for a hack stand, as room 
for the accumulated vehicles will no 
longer be available under the changed 
conditions. The rails of the car tracks 
will take up quite enough of the street 
to make the moving of the hacks to 
some other location imperative. 

A panther with cubs has been infest- 
ing the settlement between McKen/.ie 
swamp and Carey road. The animal 
has been seen on several occasions, but 
always when a gun was out. of range. A 
few days ago the brute waa seen to sei/.u 
a young pig belonging to Captain J. D. 
Warren's farm. She jumped a fence 
with the porker in her mouth, and when 
pursued by some empty-handed persons 
gave chase into the wood, dropping her 
dinner on the road. Tracks of the ani- 
mal are seen almost every morning, and 
with a good dog and a gun a hunter, it 
is said, could easily overtake the unwel- 
come stranger. 

M. Baker, the Yates street produce 
merchant, baa just returned from a 
lengthy trip up the Praaer and reports 
crops as excellent in all parts he has 
visited. In some places cereals are but- 
ter than have ever been known before 
and the yield will run from (i to S 
pounds heavier to the bushel than 
last year. Mr. Baker visited Lulu, 
Westen and Sea islands, and there 
found large acreages under cultivation, 
and crops large and well matured. The 
Delta district, he says, will produce bet- 
ter returns this year than it has for the 
last live. Fruit is to be seen in abun- 
dance, while potatoes are very 
plentiful and in good condition. 
Certain kinds of roots will be 
comparatively scarce, but this will lie 
owing to the small acreage apparently 
devoted to the crop. Hay will be plen- 
tiful, but in consideration of the old 
crop being pretty well used up will like- 
ly bring a good price this winter. Steam 
threshers are everywhere to bo heard 
now, tho harvesting season having com- 
menced in earnest. 



NASHVILLE STUDENTS. 

Tuey Appear This Week in the A. O U . VV. 
Hull. 

Confident that the Thearlo company 
concerts in the A. 0. U. \V. hall on 
Thursday and Friday evenings will be 
well patronized, the management of the 
Congregational church do not feel alarm- 
ed that their enterprise in bringing the 
famous negro musicians to this city will 
be followed by a financial loss. They 
look forward to success in their venture, 
anticipating that the public will ap- 
preciate their endeavors, and believing 
that the company is deserving of all the 
flattering press notices which follow their 
performances. A conservative report of 
these, as given in the Now York Sun, is 
as follows: " Tbe Nashville Students 
gave another concert last night, before a 
large audience. The programme waa a 
long one, consisting of jubilee and plan- 
tation melodies, as Bung by the "child- 
ren of bondage " in religious and social 
meetings and on tho plantation. In the 
third part tho members of the company 
appeared in plantation costume, and 
gave their weird and lively melodies in 
a manner that drew forth loud ap- 
plause. Most of them possess sweet 
voices, which, however, they do not 
claim nre highly cultivated. The 
choruses were the moat enjoyable partoi 
the performance, Ivini! dalivered with 
power, and in pe.ieiji mirmouy." 



Lt. -Col. the lion. James Baker, pro- 
vincial secretary, has returned from a 
trip to West Kootenay, where he spent a 
week principally on educational busi- 
ness. He is in the best of spirits after 
his visit to the supposed camp of the 
enemy, and says that if anyone ever re- 
ceived a hearty welcome and the most 
reasonable and courteous treatment, it 
was he. He would expect to be well re- 
ceived in Kootenay under any circum- 
stances, for tho people have a hearty 
way with them that is very agreeable to 
visitors, but from the tone of the pap- 
ers he looked for a far more hostile poli- 
tical sentiment than he encountered. 
Indeed while tie observed a disposition to 
ask questions and to press all claims for 
consideration at the hands of tho gov- 
ernment with earnestness and vigor, he 
found everyone ready to take a sensible 
view of things and quite prepared to meet 
him in his efforts to arrive at a 
satisfactory solution of the various ques- 
tions of administration that came up. 
Thus at Rossland, where there e;e now 
700 children, he found r. strong pressure 
for thepurchaeeof expensive school house 
sites; hut on his pointing out that by a 
little delay the necessary sites could be 
obtained either for nothing or at a nom- 
inal figure, and that negotiations were in 
progress to that end, his suggestion that 
such rooms as are needed for the ac- 
commodation of the pupils should be 
rented in the meantime was readily ac- 
ceded to, and when ho informed the 
citizens further that whenever need was 
felt for more room and more teachers 
and tho necessary information was sent 
to the department, the matter would at 
once bo attended to, the citizenB ex- 
pressed themselves aa wholly satisfied. 
So at Trail, where there is also a de- 
mand tor increased accommodation, it 
waa very easy to arrive at an under- 
standing with tho people. The same 
thing is true of Nelson, Kaslo, 
Sandon and the other places visit- 
ed. The people appreciate the im- 
possibility of complying with all they 
demand and are willing to accept reason- 
able temporary provisions, whenever it ia 
necessary to resort to these. Col. Baker 
says that he could not ask for anything 
more satisfactory than the manner in 
which the people of the Kootenay towns 
discussed educational matters with him 
and their readiness in assisting him in 
arriving at a satisfactory solution id the 
problems to which the rapid growth of 
those towns give rise. 

At Slocan City, where there is much 
fever, Col. Baker found such sanitary 
conditions existing that he says the 
wonder is that all of the people have not 
been sick. The town's water supply was 
for the most part from wells that were 
polluted. He gave orders lor the filling 
tij) of these wells, aa he had authority to 
do under tho law of the province; and 
though there waa a little grumbling at 
first, in the end every one felt satinlied

that the course taken was in their own 
interest. 

Asked as to his views of the business 
outlook in Kootenay, Col. Baker said 
that it was on the whole highly satis- 
factory. The slump on the price of 
silver was calculated to eaueo some 
anxiety, but it would not affect the 
larger mines; and he himself is of the 
opinion that tho drop will only be tem- 
porary. The Hall smelter at Nelson iB 
doing good work. Since July 21st ita 
daily output has averaged : 

Copper 30 to -10 tons 

Silver 0,000 to 8.003 ounces 

(■old 1 to (j ounces 

This is at the rate of a million dollars 
a year, and ia certainly a splendid show- 
ing. 

Col. Baker apent rather more time in 
Rossland than elsewhere, and came 
away with a high appreciation of that 
city. Rossland, he says, is now on a 
solid business basis. The fact that 
thtre are 700 children in the city 
shows that people have taken their 
families there, which iB the best 
evidence that can be given of their faith 
in tho permanence of the city. " And 
why should it not be permanent?" asked 
Col. Jiakor. " They have three paying 
mines and will booh have othera. This 
of itself is enough to put tho town on a 
solid basis. It looks that way now, with 
its long business street and good sub- 
stantial Btores. One might think he 
was on Government street." If the high 
grade mines are sufficient to keep Rosb- 
land on a solid business foundation, the 
low grade ores, when their profitable 
treatment becomes possible, will mak 
it an exceedingly prosperous city. There 
are thousands ol tons of this low grade 
ore on tho dumps. This cannot be 
handled with freight at $2 per ton and 
coke at $11; but Bhortly freight will be 
down to 60 cents a ton and coke to .fo.oO, 
and thus the low grade ores can be 
profitably smelted. " Rossland baa in 
its low grade ore," said Col. Baker, "a 
reserve of prosperity that can hardly be 
overestimated." 

The magnificence of the river and lake 
steamers, the perfection of their appoint- 
ments, their cleanliness and admirable 
management, and in fact the arrange- 
ments of tho C. 1'. K. for the carriage of 
passengers, greatly impressed Col. 
Baker, who said that it is really impossi- 
ble to speak too highly of them. 

SHALL VICTORIA HAVE A RABBI ? 

A Question of Interest Which Is Under 
Consideration In Hebrew Circles. 

Ever since the departure from the city 
of Mr. I'hilo more than twelve months 
ago, tho need of a resident rabbi has 
been felt by tho members of the Hebrew 
persuasion, and now that an opportunity 
ia allbrded to supply the want by the 
advent of Rabbi Linczer, the question of 
tilling tho vacancy which exists is re- 
ceiving considerable attention at the 
hands of those most interested. 

Mr. Linczer, who delivered a discourse 
last evening at Temple Emanu-el, comes 
to tho city with tho beat of credentials 
from several of the leading cities in the 
states. By birth a Hungarian, ho has 
for some time held various temporary 
chnrges on the other side, his 
last being, at Oakland, Cal. The 
remuneration or Btipend of a 
Rabbi being raised by voluntary 
subscription the choice of an appointee 
is a matter which rests entirely with the 
resident members of the congregation 
themselves, and great care is always 
taken to assure that the selection will 
give tho greatest possible satisfaction to 
all. Although iio arrangements have 
yet been made, there ia a likelihood of 
Rabbi Linezer being given a temporary 
appointment in the city.

The British Columbia Mining Journal 
of ABheroft publishes the following in- 
teresting information in regard to an in- 
terior route to the Yukon: 

Yieth and Borland's pack train of 05 
animala have for many years past gone 
up from Quesnelle each spring to Stuart's 
lake, leave freight there that has come 
■via ABheroft for the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany's posts at Fort St. James and other 
points. Then the pack train goes on to 
Hazleton, on the Skeeua river, takes a 
back load for Stuart's lake, does some 
months' packing for the company across 
various portagas, and returns to the 150- 
Mile House via Queanelle to the home of 
ita owners. The time usually consumed 
in making the trip from Hazleton to 
Queanelle, we are informed by Mr. 
John Gillaa, who was with the train 
two years, ia about 25 days, and the 
trail ia a good one with plenty of feed. 
From Aalicroft to Quesnelle, a good 
wagon and atage road of 220 miles, a puck 
train lightly loaded— for you can renew 
supplies at any point on this road, Clin- 
ton, 150-Mile House, Williams Lake, 
Soda Creek or Quesnelle, and afterwards 
at Ha/.elton and at Telegraph Creek — 
should make this first section in eight 
days. From Quesnelle to Hazelton in 
twenty days, from Hazelton to Tele- 
graph Creek (about 120 miles by one 
trail and 220 another) in ten days, and 
seven days more to Tealinlake; in all 
•15 daya. You can leave Ashcroft usually 
from the 15th to the 20th of April on 
grass, but if making a hurried trip would 
need to feed aome at night. From Ques- 
nelle on, the entire trail ia through a 
good grasa country. Large bands of 
cattle have been driven over the entire 
distance in Cussiar daya, except from 
Telegraph Creek to Teal in lake, and 
arrived in good condition for beef. Mr 
Griflin, now in the employot F. \V. Fos- 
ter, in Ashcroft, made the trip down 
Teelin Lake last year to Stewart river in 
a small boat with three companions. 
Mr. Griflin states that there is no 
rough water and no portages from the 
head of Teslin Lake to Stewart river. 
He estimates the distance at about 300 
miles from the lower end of the lake to 
Klondyke. A party consisting of four 
men left Ashcroft in May last year for 
Caaaiar, but concluded after leaving to 
keep on to Klondyke. A friend of the 
party left behind, and now at Lake La- 
Hache, is in receipt of a letter from 
them in which they atrongly urge him 
to come in the spring the same rouie, 
and stating that they made the trip from 
ABheroft to Klondyke in two months. 
We expect to publish tiie names of the 
parties and full JetailB of the trip in a 
lew weeks. 

It then sums up to these facts : A 
man can buy cayuses at Ashcroft for 
about $20 apiece, pack through, re-llt at 
Telegraph creek, sell his animals at 
Teslin lake for much more than the}' 
coat here, as there will be much work 
there in packing, and in connection with 
the section of railroad to be built from 
Telegraph creek to Dease lake, buy lum- 
ber at the saw mill now being erected at 
Tealin lake and build a boat, or after 
June 1 go down by the ateamer that the 
Lunsmuir company is building and land 
at Dawson in two months without 
seriouH risk or privations and the coat 
need be but very little, You can outfit 
at any of the points mentioned, and can 
obtain horBes and pack saddles at reason- 
able rates. We deeire also to atate that 
hundreds of mileB of this route go 
through a country rich in gold, where 
mines of value will surely be found 
before many months roll round. Cari 
boo, Cassiar and Omiueca will yet yield 
Bums of gold that will compare favorably 
with even the famous Klondyke. 

Mr. W. H. Griffin in the follovvin 
letter gives hia experience of the Stick- 
een trail and the entire practicability of 
that route : 

Editor Joubsal:— Dear Sir: In olden 
times all roads were said to lead to 
Rome, but at present it Beema to be the 
question oi the day which road leads to 
the Klondyke. As I was n;w of the 
throng of gold-seekers last year I can 
tell something of the Teslin Lake route, 
which I and my partners travelled 
Teslin lake is about 2-10 miles in length, 
and averages about three miles in width 
A large but Bluggish river empties into 
it at ita upper end and here the Indiana 
have tiieir canoe cache, where they leave 
their boats during their absence while 
going to and coming from Juneau, where 
they go annually to dispose of their fura. 
Here at the head of the lake we built 
our boat and started on our prospecting 
There are three streams emptying into 
the lake from the north or right- 
hand Bide. Two of these, the Oklohene 
and Netlicene being quite large and 
very awift, and only one from the south 
or left hand aide. There is no part of 
the lake that is not navigable for light 
draft steamers, and the greater part of it 
extremely deep; in some places wo were 
unable to find bottom with 100 feet of 
line. This is the case the entire length, 
with the exception of two or three places 
where points run out into the lake for 
Boinii distance. The shores are for the 
most part rocky and precipitoua, but 
beautiful camping places can be found 
along the north shore. As you approach 
the lower end of the lake the banks are 
of clay, quite high, and coming down into 
deep water. The lake gradually grows 
narrow, and before you are aware of its 
proximity you are entering Hootalinqua 
river, which is the outlet of this large 
body of water. We expected to find a 
rapid river, but instead of that there 
was no current to apeak of for some 
miles, but as we proceeded down the 
river (which is ISO miles tang) the apeed 
of the current increased until it was run- 
ning at about the rate of live miles an 
hour. The Hootalinqua ia perfectly 
Bate for any row boat, and navigable for 
light draft steamers through its entire 
length. The same can be said of the 
reat of the route to Forty Mile, with 
one exception, this being the Five 
Finger Rapids, which any boat can run 
with ordinary caution without unload- 
ing. While "on the lake we met Mr. J. 
Callbreath of Telegraph creek, who bad 
come through with his puck train of 13 



horBes, which he left at the head of 
the lake where there was an abundance 
of feed. Mr. Callbreath told ua that he 
had experienced no difficulty in getting 
through, which must have been a factaB 
he and hia men cut the trail and traveled 
the entire distance of 1-10 miles in four- 
teen daya, and expected to make the re- 
turn trip in nine days, which he did aBl 
afterwards learned. 11' T were going in 
again I would certainly go in by this 
route, that is, via Telegraph creek and 
Teslin lake, on which there are no 
divides to cross and on the waters of 
which there are no canyons or White 
Horee rapids to encounter. Yours truly,

B. C.'S OPPORTUNITY. 

To -nil! Editoe: — Every steamer that 
has arrived from the North brings news 
of the natural difficulties which abound 
on the various routes from the head of 
Lynn Canal to the headwaters of the 
Yukon river. Each steamer also brings 
information of imposts, annoyances ami 
impediments placed in tho way of Can- 
adian gooda and British subjects by the 
American customs officers. Although 
the Canadian Yukon ia open 
to the world for exploitation, 
regardless of nationality or color, 
the people to whom th'ia extensive 
golden heritage belongs by right are 
treated as interlopers, and are maligned 
in the press of the Uiiit*'d States from 
one end oi the continent to the other. 
It is more difficult and dangerous for a 
British subject outfitted with Canadian 
gooda to reach the Canadian Yukon gold 
mines than it is for the American citi- 
zen outfitted with American goods and 
taking hia "gall" with him. It ia 
humiliating to be compelled to acknowl- 
edge that such is the case, but ao it is. 
But the blame lies with ourselves. 

There should be an all -Canadian route 
to the mines. There are several routes 
by which this can be given. The East- 
ern press are advocating an all-land 
route via L dm oil ton to the headwaters 
of the Liard and Pelly rivers, a very 
expensive one to build and to operate 
when built. Another is that from Ash- 
croft along the Cariboo road and trail 
from Quesnelle to the head waters of Tes- 
lin lake, a thousand mile trip by land, 
but along nature's highway through 
the continent. The third and certain- 
ly the least expensive, the shortest, 
and the one that would bring the great- 
est benefit to British Columbia and to 
Canada generally is that by the Stickeen- 
Tealin Lake route. There are numerous 
lines of steamers running North which 
convey gooda and passengers to Fort 
Simpson or Wrangel, a line of river 
steamers can take them to Glenora, or 
Telegraph Creek; there is at present a 
fairly good trail to Teelin Lake, 125 miles 
lougj following easy grades. From thence 
a ateamer, a boat, a canoe, or raft will 
float passengers and goods to 
any point on the Yukon river. Here 
ia British Columbia's opportunity. A 
wagou road, or, better still, a narrow- 
gauge railway can be easily and cheaply 
built. If eitiier were furnished for the 
great rueh of gold-seekers in tho spring, 
the routes from the head of Lynn Canal 
would be abandoned, Britishers and 
Canadian gooda would be eubject to no 
delays or impositions, and Canadian 
cities would have the advantage in 
trade over all others. Why does not the 
government of British Columbia take 
advantage of the opportunity, and 
immediately begin the construction of 
this road? From all accounts the trip 
over its entire length from the Stickeen 
river to Teslin lake would be a pleasure 
trij) to packers in comparison with the 
first few mileB from the head of Lynn 
canal over any of the routes leading 
therefrom. With a wagon road goods 
could be taken over to Teslin lake for the 
charge that is now paid for carrying 
goods from the beach to the beginning 
of the trails over the mountains. Why 
do not the merchants ami transporta- 
tion companies of Britiah Columbia 
take more interest in provid- 
ing Bucii a route? Why do all 
most vitally concerned in the establish 
ment of this route remain pasBive? Do 
they expect that providence is going to 
interfere and bring about the neceseary 
results? It would almost seem so, at 
anyrate ao far as tho knowledge of your 
humble correspondent extends. it 
inexplicable that, with the means of 
securing this great trade within eaey 
reach, at moderate cost, that all 
the efforts of the Dominion an 
Provincial governments and the 
commercial community are not put 
forth to provide tills altogether 
necessary route to the Yukon mines, It 
ia not yet too late to build the greater 
portion of thia Stickeen-Teslin wagon 
road this year, and it could be complet- 
ed in time for the great trade of the 
spring. If British Columbia builds it a 
toll charge of one cent per pound would 
soon repay the coBt of making the road, 
and eventually pay a direct profit. But 
the indirect gain to the province and its 
merchants and transportation companies 
would be incalculable. Outside of all 
this would be the satisfaction of doing 
the business of the Canadian Yukon 
without being compelled to ask favors of 
the U.S. government, and receiving in- 
sults and damage from its agents. As 
before asserted, the Stickeen-Teslin route 
is Britiah Columbia's opportunity. Why 
not improve it and secure the profit, and 
the credit also of being alive to our own 
advantages? Canadian. 

Which is worse, imprisonment for life or 
a life-long disease, like scrofula, for exam- 
ple?

Bishop Leinmens Dies of Yellow 
Fever in a, Strtingo 
Laud. 



A Gloom Cast Over the City by the 
Sad News of Hia 
Demise.

To say that the receipt by Father 
Nicolayo of a telegram announcing tho 
death of Bishop Leuimens cast a gloom 
over tho entire community is to state 
but the simple truth. But who can ex- 
press the sense of loss auatai nod by those 
members of the church in whose 
oauae the deceased prelate has 
labored so faithfully and so 
long? There are few men who 
could bo missed more, or whose removal 
will canae a greater feeling of distinct 
personal bereavement than he whose 
work in Britiah Columbia is his best 
monument. Nor could anything be 
added to the circumstances which sur- 
rouud hia removal from the sphere of 
activity to increase the pathos and sad- 
neaa of the occaaion. It has been feared 
for aome months by those most closely 
associated with him, that tho Bishop's 
health waa far from being all that could 
be desired, but with that hope which 
asserts itself ever triumphant over 
doubting fears in t lie case of those whom 
we love, news of a more reassuring 
nature has been looked for from that 
distant place to which the deceased 
gentleman had journeyed in a fruitless 
search after renewed health and strength. 
Those who longed for better news how- 
ever were doomed to disappointment, 
and the following brief telegram, which 
waa received in the city yesterday morn- 
ing, dissipated tho last ray of hope 
which had bmn cherished by the many 
who had been associated with the 
Bishop in li is life in the province: 

San Francisco. Cal., Aug. 31. 
Rev. Joseph Nicolm/e, 

St. Andrew's Catlunlrid, Victoria: 

Bishop r.cruniens died near Coban, Guat- 
emala; yellow fever. 

Rev. DIesuy Woods. 

It is just about a year ngo that Bishop 
Lemmens left Victoria, buoyed up with 
the hope that the milder climates of the 
south would restore to him that phys- 
ical vigor and bodily health, which, 
although he never uttered a complaint, 
it is now only too apparent were begin- 
ning to fail biro. That his moat san- 
guine hopes were shared by his anxious 
friends ueed not be stated, and it was 
with heartfelt wishes for his safe and 
epeedy return to the country he loved ao 
well and served bo faithfully, that his 
friends saw him take bis departure from 
their midst. 

Proceeding first to the city of Guate- 
mala, the equable climate of which it 
waa hoped would prove uioBt beneficial, 
the Bishop stayed there during the 
winter, proceeding about the middle of 
April to Peten, an island about 100 miles 
north of Guatemala situated in a lake 
of tho same name. From Floris, the 
principal city on this little island, the 
last letter received from the Bishop was 
written on June 22, and its contents 
were far from being reassuring, That the 
illness from which he was suffering had 
at that time made great inroads upon hia 
constitution waa made sadly evident from 
hiB references to the fever which he said 
required that he should take frequent 
doaea of quinine to allay. And aa though 
to prepare those to whom the news of 
his removal by tho grim reaper would 
come aa ao heavy a blow, he expressed a 
doubt as to whether ho would ever be 
able to leave his new home alive. His 
many friends, however, still clung to the 
hope that he would be able to throw off 
the malarial fever which had attacked 
him, and. indeed, it waB almost 
expected that the Bishop would 
return at no very distant date to 
tho province, hut from the telegram 
quoted above it would aeem that the 
ravages of yellow fever had removed 
from human ken a man than whom none 
were more dearly beloved nor more 
truly honored. 

Coban, where tho deceased gentleman 
breathed hia last, issituated about ninety 
milea north of Guatemala and about 
midway between the latter city and Pe- 
ten, ao that it would seem ho had start- 
ed upon Iub return journey when he waB 
stricken down with the sickness which 
his already weakened constitution fell an 
easy prey to. 

Although tho name of Bishop Lem- 
mens is almost a household word in 
Britiah Columbia there may be many to 
whom hia personality was unknown, a 
fact due in a very largo measure to his 
possession of that very finality which 
lias endeared him to all who had the 
felicity of knowing him. The Bishop 
was a born missionary, and although 
his nature waa too many sided to allow 
of his identity being lost in tho unfre- 
quented wilds of any country, his 
many prolonged absences from the 
centres of population rendered it 
ini possible for him to retain that wide 
circleof mere acquaintances, the forming 
of which was inevitable to a man possess- 
ed of his charm of manner and sincerity 
oi life. Bat the magnificent cathedral, 
which, thanks largely to the individual 
effort of Bishop Lemmens, is one of the 
finest architectural structures in the city, 
will for long years to come bear eloquent 
teBtiniony to his energy, and in the 
heartB of those amongst whom so large a 
portion of hia life waa passed his memory 
will live until in their turn they too 
"gather the mantles of their couch 
around them and lie down to pleasant 
dreams." 

Bom at Schimmert, in the Province of 
Limbourg, Holland, In 1850, the Right 
Reverend John Nicholas Lemmens was 
but just in the prime of life. His early 
education waa received at the village 
Bchoul, whence he went to prosecute his 
classical Btudies at the College of Heme, 
Belgium. Subsequently, at the Semi- 
nary Balduc, Holland, tho deceased 
gentleman can ied oil' first honors, and 
feeling that the natural bent of his life 
lay in the direction in which later ho did 
nich good work, he became a student in 
the American collego at Lauvain, Bel- 
gium. 

Ordained at Brussels in LS73, the 
future Bishop realized one of the ambi- 
tions of his too-short life when he was 
chosen to proceed to the then compar- 
atively little known province of British 
Columbia, where, in company with 
Father Nicolaye, he arrived in the fol- 
lowing year, August 21, 1870. Numiiwo 



was the scene of his earliest .labors, the 
Indiana in the extreme northern por- 
tion of thelsland being also visited, and 
this work occupied until 1882, 
when on his appointment to the 
rectoruto of the cathedral he 
removed to Victoria. A trip which was 
aiter the deceased gentleman's own 
heart wiib that undertaken in 18SI5, when, 
in company with Father Nicolnyo, he 
visited tho Indians on the northeast 
coast of tho Island, where ho accom- 
plished much good work. The follow- 
ing year iio waa chosen to represent the 
See of Vancouver Island nt the Third 
Plenary Council at Baltimore, journey- 
ing thence to hia native homo. 

1885 saw him back again in the pro- 
vince, full of energy for the work which 
constituted for him tho chief charm of 
life, and when the news of the murder of 
Bishop Seghera on tho Yukon river was 
received, it was with little difficulty 
that the choice of a successor fell upon 
Father Lemmens. 

That ho 1 as during his occupancy of 
tho position thus bestowed upon him, 
proved tho wisdom of the choice, the 
history of the last few years of his life 
loudly proclaims, and it ia not eaying too 
much to express the feeling than hia 
place in the church will be difficult to 
fill. Hie charm of manner, hiB varied 
and intimate experience with those to 
whom his ministrations were peculiarly 
valuable, the Indian portion of hia dio- 
cese, his erudition both aa a scholar and 
a theologian, together with that admin- 
istrative ability so necessary an adjunct 
to a man occupying a position such as 
his, stamped him aa a man who will 
long be missed in the community, and 
whose removal from our midst is a dis- 
tinct and well-nigh irreparable loss. 

LAST TRIBUTE OF RESPECT. 

The Funeral or Hie Late Mrs. Jones Is At- 
tended by Many Mourning Friends. 

If anything could afford consolation to 
a bereaved and sorrowing family in the 
loss of ono who in lifo was nearest and 
dearest, it can beat be found in tho sin- 
cere expression of sympathy and 
spect evinced by those who, though not 
related by family tiea to the sorrowing 
survivors, had come within the circle 
throughout which the influence of the 
ileparted one had radiated. 

The attendance of friends and the 
many beautiful floral tributes at tho 
f .ineral of the lato Mrs. Jones, which 
took place yesterday, gave eloquent ex- 
pression to the very high appreciation in 
which tho deceased lady waB held in the 
community of which she waa forao many 
years an honored member, 

Leaving the Dominion hotel the sad 
procession wended ita way to the Church 
of Our Lord, where the simple but im- 
pressive service of the Reformed Epis- 
copal church was conducted by Bishop 
Cridge. The deceased lady was for years 
an earnest and much valued member of 
the congregation, and the Bishop waa 
visibly affected in pronouncing the last 
Bad words, which breathing the hope of 
future immortality yet reminded the 
sorrowing relatives that the grim reaper 
had severed those tiea of earthly affec- 
tion which had entered so largely into 
their dail v life. 

The following frienda acted aa pall- 
bcarors: Joseph Wrigles worth , Sidney 
Shore, B. Van Volkpnburg, VV. Prout, 
B. Gonnason and Robert Carter. The 
casket was entirely hidden from view by 
tho wealth of flowers aent by the many 
frienda of tho deceased, and bore the 
simple inscription: "Elizabeth Jones, 
aged 70 years. Died August 28th, 1897." 

The interment took place at Rosa Bay 
cemetery, Bishop Cridge also officiating 
at the grave side. Mr. Jones, of the Do- 
minion hotel, who feela the losa he has 
sustained most keenly, has the sincere 
sympathy of his many friends iu this 
sad bereavement.

VAGARIES OF THE " TIMES." 

To tiik Editor: — I have been rather 
interested of late in a casual study of 
the editorial columns ot vour evening 
contemporary, the vagaries of which 
would be quite amusing if they were not 
so contemptible in the tactics pursued. 
A short time ago they were bristling 
with inuendoes, the purport of which 
was that Turner and the Turner 
government were handlers and 
swindlers. The responsible writer was 
brought up with a round turn by the 
Colonist and for a few Jays his columns 
were as mild as a sucking dove. So 
great was the change that readers might 
reasonably wonder if it were the same 
paper that had been publishing such 
scurrilous articlea impugning the 
honesty aud good faith ot every member 
of the government and in an indirect and 
cowardly manner, tantamount to calling 
them thieves. As a result of theplan of the 
campaign you suggested that in view 
of the fact that the publisher of these 
nameless charges might possibly be the 
next Lieut. -Governor, the position of 
the Premier in that case would be made 
a very unpleasant one in being brought 
into contact with the man wno so openly 
questioned his honesty and integrity. To 
this, I observed, the TimeB did not ven 
turo a direct reply, but publiehed a letter 
from an aggrieved Liberal, who accused 
Mr. Turner of having made a partizan 
speech at a Caledonian dinner. Now, I 
happened to bo present at that dinner, 
and I assert most confidently that the 
Premier did not make an" offensive 
speech. He said in a few words 
that whatever party might be 
in power they might depend 
upon it doing the best to promote the 
welfare of the country; but that person 
ally he was in favor of the party then at 
the head of affairs and he felt confident 
it was the best party for the general 
advancement of Canada. It is puzzling 
to know just how the writer in the 
Times could draw a parallel between 
Mr. Turner's remarks at that dinner and 
the TimeB' articles which elicited your 
chastisement. To have established a 
parallel and placed them both on "all 
fours " Mr. Turner would have had to ac- 
cuse the Liberals of all sortB of 
diabolical crimes — of being thieves and 
boodlera, a style of warfare, however, 
which he never adopts whatever else 
may be his faults, and thus sets an ex- 
ample which might well, for its own 
good, be followed by the TimeB. 

However, what I started out to say 
waB this, in its last two or three issues 
the Times has come back to its old style. 
I don't want to adopt the scriptual 
phrase to describe this return to a habit. 
The laat state is worst than the first and 
probably because from advices from 
Ottawa the lieutenant governorship is 
definitely out of sight. As has been re- 
marked by the Colonist, the Times is 
trying to keep up its spirits, as it did 
before the last provincial elections when 
exactly similar articles appeared about 
the prospects of tho government party. 
It was to be swept out of exiatance — no 
constituency was certain, etc., ad 
nauseam. We all know how far wrong 
it waa then, and I feel confident when 
the election comes oil' again the peonle, 
who do not take their political guid- 
ance from the Times, will, when 
they have truly estimated the 
work of the present and previous 
governments render their former ver- 
dict They know how earnest the gov- 
ernment has been in carrying out the 
work of administration, without fear or 
favor, and how successful it haB been in 
advancing the province in the road to 
prosperity. I feel confident, I say, that 
the present party will be returned with 
added strength — to continue the work so 
well begun. 

The Times, as another instance of its 
vagaries referred to, states in one issue 
that Mr. Turner is making changes in 
his cabinet because he has to, and an- 
other asserts that he dare not risk a 
Cl ';;\nge. It haB again come out with the 
i nB j n ;;ations that Mr. Turner has been 
bribed by ulf:-W?' uze . ^ i a persistent 
in this prever'ae sta ,ement iu lno h °pes 
that by reiteration it vrffi 1" accepted as 
true by the public— that poBBl«-?'»S}'? n g 
strangers and new comers, whP. 
do not know Mr. Turner and 
his colleagues, it may have credence 
but do the public believe it? Do the 
people of Victoria who have known Mr. 
Turner aud have been familiar with li ia 
life hero for thirty years believo it'. 1 Is 
this the kind of argumeut that will beget 
respect for his opponents and cause them 
to be accepted as political advisers and 
leaders? If so, 1 mistake the good sense 
and judgment of the people. Is this, 
might I ask, a style of journalism desir- 
able in any community? Its result is 
generally bad. The tone of the 
community is debased and poli- 
tics sinks to the same ievel. 
Abuse and villification of this character 
are always the resort of writers without 
good cause on higher grounds. It is the 
easiest kind of writing, to make general 
and swooning, and even criminal 
charges, a..d requires only the most 
mediocre intellect. In fact, it is the ex- 
pedient of mediocrity to establish a re- 
putation for cleverness. If I were in- 
clined to follow Buch an example or 
wero forced to it by the lack 
of other resources how easy it 
would be to say that the 
editor of the Times was a coward, a 
slanderer, a scoundrel and a publisher 
of base inuendoes intended to deceive. 
Such charges probably would not have 
much effect among those who know the 
editor; but many, perhaps, who have 
not had that privilege might accept them 
as true ; but 1 do not know, even if it 
were all true, that the world would be 
any better off lor eaying bo. 

And this brings me hack to the effect 
of such senseless opposition. Take the 
railway policy of the government, for 
instance, tho Penticton railway, which 
eve ybody admits now and sees plainly 
ii so badly needed, would soon have 
been well unde r way were it not for the 
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obstruction of the opposition. The 
Times, when it speaks of the 
baneful influence of Mr. Heinze 
on the provincial government, becauso 
the latter was willing to assist him in 
getting tha Columbia & Western Rail- 
way through, does not venture to sug- 
gest anything wrong on the part of the 
Dominion government on account of the 
latter having experienced a similar 
anxiety and willingness, Aa a matter 
of fact the Dominion government was 
equally desirous of pushing tho road 
through and were willing to irrant a 
etill larger subsidy than did the 
provincial government. Why does not 
the Times Buggest that Sir Wilfred 
Laurier and Hon. Mr. Blair and the 
other members of the government were 
bribed? Has it any more ground for its 
belief in the one eaBe than in the other? 
Were the Colonist to suggest it in the 
case of the Dominion government how 
soon would the Times rush to the rescue 
and cry " horror 1 "

THE SHIP'S BELL. 



It T» Cloudy Identified With the Wbolt 
Career of the VeBHol. 

Lieutenant John M. Lllicott, U. S. 
N., writes an article for St. Nicholas 
on "What Is Told by tho Bell," in 
which he says: 

Nothing in a ship becomes so closely 
identified with her throughout he: 
whole career us the ship's bell. OflicerE 
and crew como and go; masts, decks, 
engines and boilers become old and are 
replaced by new ones; but from tho day 
that she first glides into the water the 
same ship's hell remains always a pari 
of her, marking her progress all over the 
world, and finally going down with 
her to a lonely gravo at tho bottom ol 
the sea, or surviving her us a cherished 
souvenir of her existenco and achieve- 
ments. On a man-of-war tho bell is 
usually inscribed with her namo and 
the date of her launching, and as it ii 
probable that it may somo day become 
a memento of a glorious histpry the bell 
is often the subject of special caro in 
casting or selection. Sometimes the 
hundreds of workmen who have buili 
the great ship contribute each a silver 
coin to be melted and molded into a 
bell, which shall be the token of theii 
levo for tho object of their creation aud 
Ibcir interest in her future career. Of- 
ten tho people of the city or state aftei 
which a man-of-war is mimed may pre- 
sent to her a magnificent bell, appropri- 
ately ornamented and inscribed with 
words of good will aud good wishes. 
Such a bell is usually presented with 
seremony after the ship goes into com- 
mission. 

Ships' bells in general are made ot 
bronze, liko other bells. Tho addition 
of silver in their composition gives 
them a peculiarly clear and musical 
tone. They aro placed iu such a posi- 
tion on the upper deck that they may 
be heard from one end of the ship tc 
tho other and aro usually near the 
mainmast or at the break of tho fore- 
castle. One peculiarity exisrs in a ship's 
hyll which is necessary on uccount of 
her ]iiu f ' ou u ' sea " ^ e tongue is hung 
so that it < t au sv, 'i' J K ' u only one direc- 
tion If itV' oro uot fi0 ' *' ltl kell would 
bo continually r\»K''ng as the ship roll- 
ed and pitched.

The lineriry of a Cyclone. 

The primary cause of tho low bar* 
metric pressure which marks the stora^ 
centi r and establishes the cyclone is ex- 
pansion of tho air through excess of 
temperature. The heated air, rising in- 
to cold upper regions, has a portion of 
its vapor condensed into clouds, and 
now a new dynamic factor is added, for 
each purtiele of vapor, in condensing, 
gives up its modicum of latent heal. 
Each pound of vapor thus liberates, ac- 
cording to Professor Tyndull's estimate, 
fcuough heat to melt live pounds of cast 
iron, so the amount given out. whero 
large masses of cloud aro forming mnst 
enormously add to the convection cur- 
rents of the air, and henco to the storm, 
developing power of tho forming cy- 
clone. It is doubted whether a storm 
could attain, much less continue, tho 
terrific force of that most dreaded of 
winds of temperate zones, tho tornado, 
without tho aid of those great musses of 
condensing vapor which always accom- 
pany it in the form of stormclouds. — 
II. S. Williams, M. D., in Harper's

Duncan McKinnon, of Fort Wrangel, 
Alaska, haB been in Victoria for a few 
days, principally to arrange for Mrs. 
McKinnon'a stay here during the winter. 
Mr. McKinnon ib a Highlander, although 
now an American citizen, but cannot 
forget the British fair play and Highland 
regard for honor that were instilled into 
him with the earne regularity that ho 
acquired his daily portion of porridge 
Hence he has a supreme contempt for 
the lying and deception and petty trickB 
that have been resorted to at Seattly by 
its merchants and papers in their en- 
deavor to secure the trade of their fellow 
Americans who are seeking to join the 
gold miners in the Canadian Yukon, 
He has an especial aversion for the Post- 
Intelligencer, a reporter from which in- 
terviewed him, and ao distorted hia state- 
ments that Mr. McKinnon repudiated 
every word of the interview. Mr. Mc 
Kinnon was among the first gold miners 
who went into CasBiar, and is well ac- 
quainted with that extensive region. 
Since engaging in business in Wrangel 
he has had spec ; al facilities for learning 
everything concerning the region lying 
between the Stickeen and Teslin lake. 
Although open to the accusation of advo. 
eating this route because of self-interest 
he has substantial facts to present for 
the nurpose of demonstrating that the 
Stickeen-Teslin route is the very best for 
reaching any point on the Yukon. So 
fir as British Columbia is concerned, 
Mr. McKinnon says it requires 
no further argument than 
glance at the map to prove 
the value of this route. In the first 
place it is an all-Canadian route, free 
from any interference of United StateB 
customs. In the next place navigation 
on the Stiukeen and Hootalinqua rivers 
opens a month earlier and closes r 
! month later than on the Yukon at St 
Michaels, while goods can be shipped in 
| several months fresher. Another reason 
is that once Teslin lake is reached it is 
all down stream to Dawson City, 
fourth reason in its favor over any other 
is that freight will cost less to transport 
by the Stickeen-Teslin. With a narrow 
gauge railway from the river to the lake 
freight from Victoria can be landed at 
DawBon City for five cents per pound, 
and pay a handsome profit to the car 
riera at that figure while it can be landed 
there in ten or twelvo days at the out- 
side. This route would make it possible 
to take in fresh vegetables and fruit and 
luxuries of any kind so much needed by 
the miners. Up to the present, saur- 
kraut is the nearest approach to fresh 
vegetables that the miners in the Yukon 
have had, and a couple of factories have 
been Btarted in San Francisco to make 
this Teutonic delicacy. There need 
never he any fear of a dearth of provi 
sions in the Yukou when this route is 
opened, for supplies could he sent in to 
Dawson City in midwinter over the ice 
on the lake and river. 

Mr. McKinnon is opposed to tin. 
building of a wagon road. There are 
long stretches between Stickeen river 
and Teslin lake where the road would 
pass through a heavy black loam with 
no ballast to be had. His idea is to im- 
prove the present trail fpepack animals, 
and to build a narrow gauge railway 
at the earliest jate possible. Say such 
a railway was provided for the spring 
rush. At a very conservative estimate it 
would carry 25,000 passengers and 25, OU0 
tons of freight, although double that 
number and quantity would be nearer 
the mark. If a charge of two cents per 
pound was made for the freight, this 
would give a million dollars in receipts 
from that source. Place the fare at $-11) 
per head and there is another million 
dollars. If such a means were provided 
for entrance to the Yukon gold fields, 
all other routes would be abandoned.

majority would prefer to enter the Yu- 
kon by the Stickeen. There would only 
be the packing between the Stickeen and 
Teslin that would he at all a hardship, 
and it would be a picnic in comparison 
with the difficulties of the Dyea orSkag- 
way trails. Xot only would it be the 
easiest way to the gold fields, baton the 
way, and lying to the east, is a large ex- 
tent of territory within the auriferous 
belt, which may prove to be as rich as 
that already discovered. In fact, Mr. 
McKinnon remarked, there is not a sin- 
gle point of disadvantage in the Stickeen- 
Teslin route, while it possesses many 
very important points in its favor. 

Mr. McKinnon is amazed at the apathy 
of Victoria merchants in Hub matter. 
He believes thoroughly in the maxim 
that ! ' the Lord helps those who help 
themselves." They have within their 
reach the means whereby they can con- 
trol the trade of and the transportation 
to the Yukon, and it only requires an 
effort on their part to secure it. They 
will have strong opposition from Seattle 
and other points, for. having so far had 
the lion's share of the Yukon trade on 
the Sound, they are greedy for more, and 
will make a strong Unlit to get, it. Vic- 
torians will have to jump in and help 
themselves, for Seattle is not going to 
aid them. 

There are plenty of sea-going steamers 
to run to Wrangel, but several light 
draft river steamers of largo carrying 
capacity Bhould be provided for the 
Stickeen and the upper Yukon. With 
these in operation, and a little business 
puBh, Mr. McKinnon remarked, Victoria 
merchants will have all the trade they 
can attend to. 



STILL DISSATISFIED. 

Bristol Passengers Took Legal Advice Be- 
fore Leaving Victoria tor 
Yukon. 

Though the assurance made on Mon- 
day by Secretary Van Nest of the 
" Grievance Committee " appointed by 
the passengers of tho Bristol and Eugene 
for Dawson City, were sufficient to give 
rise to the belief that all friction be- 
tween them and tho companies interest- 
ed was at an end, it may yet prove that 
such was not the case. The committee, 
every member of which was apparently 
satisfied with the representations made 
to them by Messrs. Maguire and Mc- 
Farland on Sunday, may have found 
themselves compelled to adopt a some- 
what different attitude by the pressure 
brought upon them by the " kickers " of 
the party, or it may be that as a pre- 
cautionary method only, tho assistance 
of legal advice was sought. 

However, the committee did take 
legal advice, and were closeted for a con- 
siderable time in the office of one of the 
leading lawyers of the city. The claim 
made that meals on the Yukon river had 
been promised to purchasers of ticketB 
seems to be the one hone of contention 
which could not he satisfactorily dis- 
posed of, and if common report is to be 
credited, it is more than possible that 
the Eugene will become the subject of 
legal proceedings when she arrives at 
Dawson City. 

In a nutshell the case stands as fol- 
lows: Some of the passengers assert 
that when they bought their tickets they 
wero told that from the time they board- 
ed the Bristol at Victoria, until they 
were landed at Dawson City, they would 
have no reason to expend any money at 
all, aB meals and Bleeping accommoda- 
tion would be provided for the entire 
distance. It is necessary to state, how- 
ever, that in proof of these assertions 
nothing was produced except a letter 
from Mr. Graham, of Tacoma, who said 
he " understood " such was to bo the 
case. On the other hand, Mr. McFar- 
laud, general manager of the Alaska 
Transportation Company, says that, as 
is customary on river steamers on the 
Coast, meals on the Eugenn weje never 
at any time ury?er«hgr>d r'o be included in 
the pri.L'U oi the ticket. 

Aitid on Monday morning it seemed 
with the promises made that the pas- 
sengers would have facilities provided 
them for cooking their own meals if 
they so desired, this grievance would be 
allowed to drop. But some of tho men, 
acting as they say upon the advice of 
the agents from whom they secured their 
passage, had invested every dollar in 
their outfits and left themselves without 
any money. They wero not willing to 
allow the matter to he thus easily die- 
posed of, and it was the influence exert- 
ed by these men which led to the em- 
ployment of legal advice and the pre- 
paration in due form of a statement of 
the case, which, being made a notary, 
will form the first document to ho filed 
in the commencement of legal proceed- 
ings at Dawson City, if such be decided 
upon. 

When Been yesterday afternoon, Mr. 
F. C. Davidge had no information as to 
any such steps having been taken, and, 
as was not unnatural after the assurances 
which had been made to him by the 
committee when he met them on Mon- 
day, he had presumed that every pos- 
sible cause of complaint had been re- 
moved. As an instance, however, of the 
susceptibility to take alarm which exist- 
ed amongst a certain section of the pas- 
sengers, it may be mentioned that a 
rumor having gained ground to the 
effect that no cabin accommodation 
existed on the Bristol, it was immedi- 
ately concluded by some that Die one or 
two lady passengers would have to si 
in the same quarters with the men. 

Such a. possibility aroused bo great a 
feeling that trouble seemed imminent, 
but so little foundation existed for it 
that just as soon as it reached the ears 
of Mr. Davidge it was knocked " eky- 
high." Ample and excellent accommo- 
dation had been provided for the lady 
passengers, whose comfort will bo care- 
fully looked after on hoard. 

Captain Lewis, of the Eugene, maybe 
trusted to do all possible to remove any 
cause of complaint which may seem to 
the most jaundiced imagination to exist, 
but it is to be feared that even his in- 
genuity will be taxed to the utmost to 
satisfy some of those who are apparently 
lotermined to lose no opportunity for 
complaining and making trouble. 



party having been already placed on 
board by the D.G.S. Quadra. The Cale- 
donia will convey the parlies to Tele- 
graph Creek, at the head of steamboat 
navigation on the Stickeen, from which 
point they will make their way to the 
headwaters of the father of northern 
rivers via Teslin lake. This all-Canadian 
route appears to be the general favorite 
with oldtimers of the North, and bv the 
time spring arrives it will quite probably 
be the most popular route of all. 

Only one Bteamer sails to-dav for the 
seaport of the White Pass, the City of 
Seattle calling this evening en route from 
Seattle. Her passenger and freight lint 
will be largely increased by her call here. 
_ Some slight conception of the difficul- 
ties of the Skagway, trail, as it is at pre- 
sent, may be formed from the narration 
the Carjuody party's experiences, 
as told in a letter to Mr. 
Frederick B. Williams. At the 
writing the party had made their first 
cache, beyond the second mountain and 
were back at Skagway for another load. 
On the return trip one of the horses fell 
from the trail, and to recover him it was 
necessary to lower him with ropeB down 
the mountain side, and then cut a new 
Bwitchback for perhaps another 1,000 
feet in order to assist him back to tho 
main " road " again. When one horse 
fell the whole trail was blocked until the 
poor brute was thrown from the cliff. 

" Not 5 per cent, of those at Skagway 
will get through," says Mr. Carmody, 
" for only a very few of them know any- 
thing about packing a horso and packs 
have to be put on well to go over that 
trail. There are horses here bleeding 
from the tail to the neck from the action 
of loose packB. 

"To make a long story short," he 
contiuues, " it is all misery, and misery 
has lots of the company that it is said to 
like. Nobody who started after the 1st 
of August has a chance to get in, as the 
trail will be blocked for sixty days. As 
to the supply of gritBs there is not enough 
along the route to keep a Billy goat over 
night." 

HAMPEIUNG TKADE. 

The Ottawa "Regulations" Fiend Again 
Gets in His Work to the Detriment 
of the Interests of" Victoria. 

By a recent order-in-conncil of the 
department of inland revenue all deep 
sea vessels sailing from Canadian ports 
direct to Europe, the West Indies, South 
American, or any foreign ports in the 
Paciliu ocean, or to the seal fisheries, are 
entitled to take as stores the following 
luxuries, viz.: Spirits, tobacco and 
cigara, being the produce or manufacture 
of Canada, in bond, or ex-warehouse for 
consumption on board during the voyage. 

The regulations governing the above 
provide, however, that a bond of five 
thousand dollars shall be given by the 
owners or agents of any vessel taking 
advantage of this privilege, viz., "that 
the goodB will not bo re-landed in 
Canada." Thus what at first appeared 
to be a benefit to Canadian deep sea 
vesselB is practically killed by the ob- 
noxious feature of the five thousand 
dollar bond. 

During tho past three years onr seal- 
ing veBeels enjoyed the privilege of cheap 
tobacco ; in future unless their owners or 
ajtents are prepared to furnish the neces- 
sary bond they will, ou the Canadian 
manufactured article, have to pay the 
duty paid price. On the other hand, 
through the ministers who frame these 
regulations not grasping tho situation of 
the two departments, Victoria merchants 
can import the United States manu- 
facture and supply this to the detriment 
of the Canadian made article, no bond 
being required for the imported article. 

Another matter which calls for atten- 
tion is that of supplying; luxuries, in the 
shape of cigars, liquors, etc., to deep-sea 
vesppjfi^ For years past considerable 
business n.:t,-.-'.;sulted to the merchants 
of AMctoria from * „'>c julo ' to urM.ed 
States vessels calling at Victoria on the 
way north and south of supplies of im- 
ported goods, but owing to new instruc- 
tions this privilege is now stopped; but 
Canadian manufactured luxuries can be 
supplied, provided the five thousand 
dollar bond is forthcoming that the 
goods will not be relanded in Canada. 

Just why these new regulations are 
made to apply to vessels sailing to or 
from the Pacific coast ports of the Unitetl 
States and not to the Atlantic seaboard 
of that country is diflicnltto understand, 
and the subject being one of great im- 
portance to Victoria, it should be taken 
up by the board of trade. 

The feature of supplying our Ameri- 
can cousins with imported goods at a 
less figure than they can procure the 
same article on tho Sound or in San 
Francisco should not be lost sight of. 
Instead the trade should be fostered and 
every inducement offered to foreign ves- 
sels to outfit at Victoria.
